Conference papers (approximately
10 pages) may be based on original
research, synthesis of scholarship,
or participant experience. Sessions
will consist of two or three papers
with comments.

To submit a proposal for a paper,
send a one-page proposal for the
presentation and a one-page c.v.
Panel proposals should include a
one-page proposal which specifies
the topic each participant will
discuss, and a one-page c.v. per
participant. Academic, public, and
independent historians, as well as
graduate students, are eligible to
present papers. All presenters must
be present at the conference.

The deadline for submitting paper
and /or session proposals is
December 1, 2015. E-mail
submissions are encouraged and
will be accepted until the deadline.
